College Preparation Reality Check from AFT 
 
The new issue of American Federation of Teachers’ quarterly magazine, American Educa-
tor, sets forth this hard reality:  if students don’t do well in high school—take hard 
courses, do their homework, get good grades—they’re unlikely to do well in college.   
 
James Rosenbaum’s startling research shows that among students with C averages or 
lower in high school who go on to college, the overwhelming majority do not earn a 
degree.  About half don’t even successfully complete one college-level course because 
their lack of preparation means they must waste time and money in remedial courses.  
It’s time to share these truths with students (and their parents, counselors, teachers, 
and principals).   
 
The magazine includes a flier for students, ideas for how schools and districts can get 
the message out, and excerpts from a new report by the American Diploma Project 
that shows what students must know and be able to do in English and mathematics to 
enter college-level courses and get ready for the high-performance workplace.
